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The Finding List. 


THE responses have been so general in favor of 
the plan for a Practical Finding List, such as was 
described in our issue of September 13th of this 
year, that we are encouraged to go on with the 
work thus planned, and to ask, as we now do, the 

ractical and pecuniary co-operation of the Amer- 
ican book trade in the prosecution of this consider- 
able undertaking. There has been but one voice 
as to the desirability—indeed, necessity—of such 
a work; and booksellers from all over the country, 
from the largest houses down to the smallest, 
have stated that such a work would be worth, to 
some, thousands of dollars afyear ; to all, much 
more than the possible price of the volume. Out 
of half a hundred indications of choice, all but 
half adozen have been in favor of the plan de- 
scribed by us as the best for the purpose indicated. 
We now go forward to put to the test the willing- 
ness of the American trade to support pecuniarily 
an enterprise so generally admitted to be of the 
highest benefit to all. What the cost of the entire 
enterprise, and what the cost per copy will be we 
\ave not yet been able to estimate, and the latter 
matter will indeed depend largely upon the number 
of subscriptions received. The more copies desired, 
the lower of course can be the price, so that it is 
to the direct interest of each subscriber to increase 
the ist by as many names as he can. But the 
cost of bibliographical work and the payment of 
the considerable clerical force that must fora year 
or so be employed on it, will necessitate the outlay 
of several thousand dollars before the first line of 
copy is given to the printer. As we have stated, 
we shall not feel justified in commencing until 600 
subscribers at $25, or their equivalent, is pledged 
toward the work.

During the next month Mr. Patterson, whom we 
can thoroughly commend to our readers as, though 
acting independently, representing us in this 
matter, hopes to find time to call upon the leading 
houses of New York, Boston, and Philadelphia on 
this business. Some twenty enterprising members 
of the trade, in as many Western cities, have offer- 
ed to him their practical co-operation, with the 
promise to devote one day at least to canvassing 
their trade neighbors for the work. Six of these 
have already been heard from, members of the 
firms italicised at the head of localities in the list 
below. This is one of the most practicable ways of 
helping the work along, and blanks for this pur- 
pose will be supplied by Mr. Patterson, or from 
this office. The form is printed at the head of 
the list below, and it is understood that all sub- 
scriptions forwarded are under its terms. But we 
want more thanthis. We want every bookseller 
who is alive to the importance of this work to for- 
ward his name and subscription directly and at 
once, without personal solicitation.

Finding List is not to be a catalogue of all American 
books ever printed—which would prove a task toe 
colossal and expensive to be at present undertaken, 
but a thoroughly practical and convenient index to 
all American books now in print and for sale.

WITH many of the publishers, the list of the 
year’s issue is now complete, and nothing remains 
but to sell stacks of the books already issued. 
Some houses have yet, however, a number of 
books to send out, including some of the most 
important Boston holiday volumes, which dealers 
will have to order on faith. Trade is already 
looking much brighter, though few country deal- 
ers have stocked up to any extent; they will by 
and by regret not having followed our advice as 
to over-caution. The New York retail stores 
again begin to present an animated appearance, 
and the tone of the trade generally is much 
improved. 


Ir seems that the Hartford subscription trade 
is feeling the panic very badly. A letter to the 
Times states that of the 12,000 or more agents 
who started out, the majority are out of employ; 
ment, and instead of the expected sale of 250,000 
copies of the new Hartford books, the aggregate 
sales reached only 60,000 or 70,000 copies. Hart- 
ford expects to produce about half a million of 
these subscription books annually, at $3.50 to 
$5.00 retail each, andit is seriously affected by the 
deficit noted. Whether the wane of the subscrip- 
tion book business, which this correspondent 
prophesies, will be inimical to the interests of the 
country at large, is another question. 


OF the second volume of Mr. Beecher’s “ Life 
of Jesus the Christ’’ a large part is in type, and 
he is hard at work upon its completion, although 
it will not be issued until spring. 


A NEW story from the pen of Sir Arthur Helps 
is in press in England, and will doubtless be 
reprinted here by Roberts Bros. It is concerned 
with Russian conspiracies, and gives an account 
of the economics of Siberia, to which his chiet 
characters are transported.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 25, 1873- 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly: 

AT present [ am only supplying my own publi- 
cations—creating a demand for the trade to fill— 
and only selling below my retail prices to the 
class entitled to a reduction. When all publishers 
will do this, and refuse to sell to jobbers who sell 
t> any one out of the trade at wholesale prices, 
I would gladly return to the general book business, 


and then your proposed ‘‘ Finding List ” would be 
very valuable, and I would willingly subscribe $25 
or $50 on the terms proposed. 

As the margin of profit is only from 5 to Lo per 
cent., and losses about as much, it seems a wonder 
to me that large houses persist in so suicidal a 
policy. We, in Philadelphia, have been accused 
of doing so far more than we deserve. Several 
houses here sell at 20 off the retail—they might 
just as well get full retail—but I had an order sent 
me to fill, provided I could do it at same prices as 
a New York house had offered, and I found that 
the stiffest books in the trade were marked at 30 
to 33 I-3, leaving a margin for time, trouble, etc., 
of 5 per cent. or less. The party supplying was 
not, strictly speaking, entitled to any discount.
